The Sherman statue is to be erected in 
the park fronting the Treasury Building in 
- Washington. It is considered by sculptors 
generally the most important statue which 
has yet been erected in the National Capi- 
tal. Its cost is fixed at $90,000, which its 
nearly double the amount expended for any 
one of those’already put up.. Of this sum 
$50,000 was appropriated by Congress. The 
Society of the Army of the Tennessee raised 
$40,000 more, and a committee of the society 
was authorized, in conjunction with Secre- 
tary ont and Gen. Nelson A. Miles, to 
invite a competition of plans and to select 
the one which in their judgment was the 
pest. Of this committee Gen. G. M. Dodge, 
who is President of the Society of the Army 
‘of the Potomac, was Chairman. 
‘Abéut a year ago this committee com- 
- municated with the National Sculpture So- 
y and expressed its desire to have that 
‘society assist in its judging the plans sub- 
mitted, Gen. Dodge and Secretary Ruck- 
stuh] of the National Sculpture Society 
drew up a circular letter, which was sent to

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PORCH CLIMBERS GET HIS DIAMONDS. 


T. B. Smith’s House Robbed of Jewels 
Valued at $1,100, Which He Offers 
to Buy Back from Them. 


“ Porch climbers,” as the police call that 
variety of criminal which allies the func- 
tions of the sneak thief and the burglar, 
entered the residence of T. B. Smith, No. 


3854 Lake avenue, some time on Sunday even- 


ing and secured and escaped with diamonds 
valued at $1,100. 

The famly sat down to dinnér at 8 o’clock. 
Mr. Smith thinks the burglarious entry was 
made half an hour later. The thieves climbed 
up the rain-water pipe in. front of the 
house and forced open a window in the bay- 
window which looks from Mrs. Smith's 
boudoir upon Lake avenue. | 

Within, they forced a number of drawers 
in dressing cases and cabinets, and from 
these secured their booty, which numbered 
sixteen pieces, all containing diamonds in 
some form. Thechisel with which this work 
was done was soon afterwards found by 
Mr. Smith on the lawn in front of the house. 
The gutter-spout was broken in two places 
by the marauders. It is very heavy, of 
galvanized iron, and affords as easy ingress 
to the house as would a fire estape. 

Mr. Smith is President of the T. B. Smith 
company, manufacturers of straw goods, 
No. 114 Wabash avenue. He has been a 
well-known business-man here for twenty 
years. He reported his loss to the police on 
Sunday evening, and yesterday they notified 
city pawnbrokers of the robbery and fur- 
nished them with a detailed description of 
the jewelry taken. 7 

Mr. Smith is a man of business. When he 
had thought things over he inserted the fol- 
lowing advertisement in a Monday afternoon 
newspaper: 7 
THE PARTIES WHO VISITED LAKE-AV. 

Sunday evening can do much tter by corre- 


sponding with the loser; don’t belafraid; absolute 
secrecy guaranteed. 


Yesterday afternoon Mr. Smith stated he 
meant exactly what was said in the adver- 
tisement, 

“I am willing to give as) much for the 
stolen property as I fancy a pawnbroker 
would,” he said. ‘* The matter is one of 
pure business. If the people) who took the 
jewelry will bring it back to me they will 
be treated on the square. The police did not 
prevent my loss, and I am not sure they can 
remedy it. We pay for a private watchman 
service out here, but that seemed to be value- 
less when it was most needed; Why, it was 
scarcely dark when those féllows climbed 
up the front of this house and brokein. If 
any one knows their business it probably is 
the people who did this little job on Sunday.” 

Burglars entered the home| of George H. 
Curtis, No. 4422 Oakenwald avenue, last Sat- 
urday night and made a rich haul of jewel- 
ry and mohey. The discovery that rob- 
bers had been in the house was not made 
until yesterday, when the family returned 
from a visit to friends in Michigan. 

The work of the thieves was unobstructed. 
The house was entered by way of a basement 
door, which was opened with'a skeleton key. 


| The thieves went direct to the rooms of the 


second floor, and looted all trunks and dress- 
ing cases. Over $300 worth of jewelry and 
$100 in cash was taken: 

Two men were seen loitering about the 
house during Saturday ee i and it is 
supposed they were waiting for the oppor- 
tunity’ which presented itself that night.

The excited shouts of the men at- 
tracted the attention of Sellar Lind, but 
he found that he could do nothing alone and 
summoned reinforcements from the Central 
Station. Sergt. Orchard and a wagon load 
of policemen responded, and both factions 
were driven from the building.

BORING FOR HALF A MILLION IN GOLD. 


Oklahoma Capitalists Think They 
Will Find Spanish Gold Abandoned 
by Mexicans Attacked by Reds. 


Norman, Ok., June 1.-—[{Special.J—Mayor 
D. L. Larsch, Vice-President of the Citizens’ 
Bank; J. C. Clark, capitalist; and W. N. 
Elledge, merchant, are searching for a 
$500,000 treasure on John Savage's farm, 
near this city. 

Mayor Larsch a year ago read in an old 
Mexican history, printed in Spanish, of the 
adventures of a party of Mexicans who were 
on their way from Mexico to St. Louis in 
1795 with gold bullion to the amount of 
$500,000. The history minutely describes 
the course taken by the party, and says 
that when in the vicinity of the place where 
Savage's farm now is all the party except 
two Mexicans were massacred by Indians, 

The two men who escaped dumped the 
bullion in a spring and it sunk from sight. 
Mr. Larsch consulted with the men who are 
now. his partners, and they bought machin- 
ery and began operations. There is a great

MAYOR BURNED IN REFICY. 


NORTH AVENUE BUSINESS-MEN HAVE 
FUN CLEANING THE STREET. 


They Plan to Throw the Dirt Upon the 
Car Tracks, but the Police Prevent, 
So Figures Supposed to Represent 
Mr. Swift, Ald.| Harlan, and Ald. 
Plotke Are Suspended from the Tel- 
egraph Wires and Set on Fire—Many 
Watch the Sport. 
Business-men of North avenue cleaned 
the street last night from Wells to Larrabee. 
The avenue has not been cleaned this year, 
and the business-men, becoming tired of 
seeing the dirt in front of their doors and 
despairing of ever having it cleaned, joined 
forces and cleaned the street for blocks, 
piling the dirt in heaps at different places 
along the thoroughfare. 
Each pile was decorated with signs. Some 
of them wefe covered with grass, others

He Serves the Summons. 
“Aare you Mr. John D, Rockefeller?” he 


asked. | P 

“ Excuse me,” replied Mr. Rockefeller, as 
he tried ‘to maké a side cut for the dpor. 
Just then the portly butler appeared. He 
saw his master’s danger and placed his body 
between the lawyer’s agent and that of his 
employer, at the same time waving his arms 
in a warning and threatening manner. Thus 
protected Mr. Rockefeller made a spurt for 
the door. He got inside with a long jump, 
and just as he thought himseif safe a bundle 
of papers took him full in the back and the 
process was served. 

The contending parties appeared later in 
the Supreme Court, when, despite the in- 
sistence of plaintiff’s counsel, Frank Harvey 
Field, that the suit should proceed, it was ad- 
journed until later in the month on the mo- 
tion of George Wellwood Murray, appearing 
for both defendants. 

The Tabernacle Baptist Church in Second 
avenue had a ninety-nine-year leasehold on 
a lot adjoining it. It was desired to build a 
church mission-house to cost from $10,000 to 
$50,000 on this lot. The anhouncement was 
then made that Mr. Rockefeller would him- 
self build the mission-house, lending the 
money to the church on terms that were more 
than liberal. But Mr. Rockefeller decided 
not to lend his aid to the enterprise. He 
made a new arrangement with the church, 
by which he was to become the possessor of 
the leaseion the lot, giving in return therefor 
the income of $50,000 worth of bonds earning 
5 per cent, the $2,500 a year so secured to go 
toward paying the general expenses of the 
tabernacle. This income was to be continued 
for ten years, and then, at the discretion of 
Mr. Rockefeller or his heirs, ten years 
longer. — 


Could Get No Interest. 

The assignment of the lease was made, 
and Mr. Rockefeller deposited with the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist Church, as trustee, 
fifty* $1,000 Northern Pacific land grant and 
consolidated mortgage 5 per cent gold 
bonds. Plaintiff now avers that: it has 
never received anything on account of the 
bonds exrept $1,250, paid by Mr. Rockefeller . 
as the first six months’ interest under the 
agreement, because of the failure of the 
bonds to pay interest. 

The plaintiff declares Mr. Rockefeller 
knew the bonds were not of the value he 
represented, and that he wished to avoid 
ations. It demands $10,000, the 
amount of the unpaid interest, and asks that 
he be made to deposit bonds yielding 5 per 
cent interest for the tabernacle’s benefit. 

Mr. Rockefeller answers that the plaintiff 
knew the value of the bonds, and that they 
are of considerable value; denies that any 
agreement existed except as a mere promise 
and gratuity, and that. the leasehold was 
really his by reason of money previously 
advanced. 

Dr. Potter has Been before the public con- 
stantly for the last three years. His 
troubles :

proven, and Mr. Putnam had to leave the 
church. At that time John D. Rockefeller 
and his brother William were liberal con- 
tributers to the support of the church: 
Since then they have withdrawn their sup- 
port, and there has been constant trouble. .

The people 
understood it to be an effigy of the Mayor 
and howled their approval. 

Ald. Harlan of the Twenty-second Ward 
came in for his share. His effigy was burned 
in front of No. 426. There was a third effigy 
burned, but no one seemed to know whom it 
was intended to represent.

METROPOLITAN “L” MEN TALK STRIKE. 


Result of Complaints from “ Extra” 
Employes, Who Object to Pay 
by the Hour. 


, Two weeks ago “ extra” guards and con- 
ductors on the Metropolitan “L” system 
received from the company $1.50 for a day's 
work. That day’s work might consist of 
anywhere from 3% tol0hours. The average 
was seven. But no matter how short his 
“day ” the extra man was allowed his $1.50. 
Within the last fortnight, however, the com- 
pany has notified the “‘ extras ”’ they would 
be allowed 15 cents an hour for “ actunl 
time.’’ In the last fortnight many of the 
men have not averaged over 50 cents a day. 
Frequently a day’s work will amount to less. 

The men are mucb dissatisfied. Not only 
the “ extras’ but the “ regular ” trainmen, 
who now work 10 or 11 hours and get §1.50 
for the service, are discussing measures of 
relief. There is a good deal of strike talk 
in the air.

Those who say 
his aim is to be an English Lord fancy he has 
taken a long step forward. 

I sent a reporter there, but unfortunately 
I chose an English one, who disappeared for 
two days, and returned with an elaborate es- 
Say, in the belief that the Journal was a 
monthly magazine. 

I glean from the article that he went to 
Maidenhead, the nearest town to Cliveden, 
where Mr. Astor gave the house party. He 
found the old town calmand quiet, and only 
one mention was made of the great event. 
That was a sentence by a leading citizen, 
who said: ‘ Well, Astor’s got it at last.’ 
He found it difficult to get into the grounds 
of Cliveden because of a gigantic bobby at 
the gate, but being properly approached, 
he proved amiable. At the house a highly 
respectable butler refrigerated the reporter 
with a stony British stare. He said he was 
not aware the Prince was one of his mas- 
ter’s guests. However, just at that moment 
of Saturday evening the Prince was dis- 
embarking from the steam launch on which 
he had made the journey. He was met at the 


elanding place by one of the Astor carriages, 


and soon came whirling into the beautiful 
park, with its masses of gaudy color, lent by 
great beds of rhododendrons in full bloom. 

Less proud than the butler, his Royal 
Highness saluted the reporter, or, in the 
reporter’s language, ‘“‘was_ graciously 
pleased to return his bow.” The Prince was 
quite his jolly familiar self, wearing his 
favorite Alpine hat, light top coat, red scarf, 
colored shirt, and looking fat and well. 
He was presently seen to make quite a

These were really magnificent personages 
as seen in Astor livery, consisting of scarlet 
silk suits, with knee breeches and white silk 
stockings.

Victims Piled in Trenches. 

Moscow, June 1.—This has been a day of 
funerals in Moscow, 1,277 victims of the dis- 
aster on Hodynsky Plain being buried since 
morning. The bodies of those who were 
identified and taken by relatives were ,in- 
terred in private graves, but at the expense 
of the municipality. The great number of 
the unidentified dead were buried in eleven 
great trenches, each fifty yards long. The 
trenches were deep, and the mutilated bodies 
were placed close together to find room for 
all. 

Six hundred workmen were engaged all 
night long at the Vaganovskoe Cemetery 
digging the tretiches. Many priests, promi- 
nent among them being John of Cronstadt, 
famous for his piety and his poWer to con- 
sole, and, it is believed by the peasants, to 
heal, and many military chaplains conducted 
the funeral services, the friends crowding 
around the graves. The surviving friends 
and _relatives are for the most part of the 
ignorant and simple minded peasant class, 
and their grief and terror at the sudden 
Calamity are expressed in demonstrative 
fashion. 

The scenes atethe cemetery were pitiful in 
the extreme. Only about half the bodies 
recovered have been identified, and the ma- 
jority of these are men, though there are 
many children and several old people, some 
80 years. old. Most of the private graves of 
the victims have been marked today with 
wooden crosses placed there by relatives and 
inscribed with texts of scripture. The people 
strewed twigs among the graves. 

The clothes of the victims were heaped in 
a huge pile inl one corner of the cemetery, 
and -in this the people-rummaged all day 
long seeking the slightest trace that would 
afford a clew to the fate of those missing. 
The bedraggled, torn, bloodstained heap of 
confused tatters, thrown all together, .af- 
forded little material for identification, even 
if it had been systematically sorted outand . 
the appearance of the pieces preserved, but. 
after being pulled over a few times by the 
crowd of searchers there was fio semblance 
to the original appearance of the garments 
left. 

It is estimated now that a total of 3,600 
persons were killed and 1,200 persons in- 
jured, the majority of them fatally, by the 
disastrous crush, 

The survivors have the vaguest possible 
idea of what happened to them or how they 
escaped. They remember a terrible struggle 
in the vortex of conflicting hdman muscular 
energy. Many of them ascribe their escape 
to a direct miracle. Itis touching to witness 
how these poor, ignorant people help to con- 
sole one another. 

The Czar gave a banquet this evening to 
the representatives of all the estates in his 
realm. The foreign representatives were 
present. In the afternoon the Czar and 
Czarina visited the Marie Hospital, where 
they spoke to and consoled the patients in- 
jured in Saturday’s crush.

the incandescent lamp now used every- 
where. There is a glass globe, from whicha 
part of the air inside has been extracted: 
There is not so perfect a vacuum as in the 
incandescent lamp. Unlike the electric 
lamp, the whole globe glows with a pure 
white light of marvelous flluminating pow- 
er. The light comes from a metallic crystal 
known as “ tungstate.’ It is a metal as 
heavy as gold. The Germans have given it 
the name “ tungstein,’’ which, translated 
into English, means '‘‘ heavy stone.”” The 
illuminating property is due to a peculiar 
attribute of the tungstate crystal itself. 

* The slightést rubbing of these crystals 
will make them glow,’’ said Mr. Edison yes- 
terday.. ‘‘ The new lamp is based on this 
property of the crystals. I have succeeded 
in fusing these crystals into a glass globe by 
heating the glass until it is soft enough to 
receive the tungstate crystals, which it 
holds firmly when it cools. 


Preduced by Molecular Impulse. 
*“‘I found by experiment that I could get 


the best light by fusing the crystals on the } 


inside of the globe. Two wires enter the 
globe at one end, but do not meet. By means 
of an induction current generated in a 
Faradic battery the molecules of the wires 
are thrown into motion, and the impulse 
thus given travels along the wires untill it 
reaches the ends ingerted into the globe. 
This molecule impulge is communicated to 
the molectles of air within the giobe. These 
air molecules are driven with almost incon- 
ceivable rapidity against the crystals of 
tungstate, welded into the inner wall of the 
glass. The impact causes the crystals to 
glow. The glow caused by a single blow of 
these air molecules is, of course, but slight, 
but multiplied thousands of times, and the 
blows repeated continuously at an enormous- 
ly* rapid rate they produce thé new white 
light. | 

Lines of Force in One Direction. 

“Every wire contains a latent electrical 
force. These lines of force runjin every di- 
rection, but when an electri¢tal impulse is 
imparted to the wire, although it may not de- 
velop into a current of electricity, the lines 
of force are all turnedin one direction. They 


no longer run in all directions, but are paral- | 


lel to the long axis of the wire. The wire is 
then ready to receivé a current. One mole- 
cule communicates its movements to an- 
other until the initia] impulse given by the. 
inducted current travels along the entire. 
length of the wire, and is catight up by the 
air molecules in the globe. “ 

* This,”’ continued |Mr. Edison, “ is easily 
understood if a row of billiard balls is used 
as an illustration. If the balls are placed 
in a straight line, and each ball in contact 
with its fellow, and a blow is struck at one’ 
end of the row, all the balls will remain un- 
moved ‘except the ball at the extreme other 
end. This ball will be driven away ata con-! 
siderable rate of speed. The force of the 
blow was received bythe first ball and com- 
municated to the next, and so on, until it 
shot the last ball away from the rest. This 
is exactly what takes place in the globe and 
produces the light. 


Light Absolutely Without Heat. 


“I was surprised,| however, to find that 
with the intense white light given off by the 
tungstate there was no heat. The inean- 
descent lamp transforms 95 per cent of the 
electrical force into heat, and only 5 per 
cent is turned into light. This is a tremen- 
dous loss from a commercial point of view. 
With my new lamp I absolutely can discover 
no heat. I could not believe it at first, and 
took the temperature with my most delicate 
instruments. I could find no appreciable 
heat. Not satisfied with this test, and con- 
cluding my instruments were at fault, I 
used other instruments, but with the same 
results. This test was repeated time and 
again, until I am compelled to believe that 
nearly the whole forde used in the new lamp 
is employed in produ¢ing the fight. I do not

St. Louis, Mo., June 1.8 ecial.J—The 
total relief fund raised for Ya Sema Z the 
tornado sufferers is a. little over $100,000. 
It hardly seems possible that this will meet 
the requirements of the Situation, yet the 
local releif committees decline to accept any 
outside aid. There are a whole lot of men in 
St. Louis who can count their wealth up to 
$1,000,000 who seem to think that a contri- 
bution of $100 or $200 is prodigal in its liber- 
ality. A few large subscriptions have been 
received from local sources, one of $5,000. 
The. Globe-Democrat gave $1,500; Joseph 
Pulitzer, $5,000; Liggett & Myers Tobacco 
Co.,' $2,000; and two or three $1,000 subscrip- 
tions came in, but the bulk of the funds 
raised was secured from small contributors, 
mostly from people only fairly well to do, 
pr clerks working on salaries.

JEALOUSY OF WOULD-BE RIVALS. 


How the Criticisms Are Considered in 
Washington. , 

Washington, D. c. June 1.—[(Special.]J—Ever 
since the award by the Society of the Army 
of the Tennessee to Sculptor Rohl Smith of 
Chicago of the contract for making an 
equestrian statue of the late Gen. Sherman to 
be located at the south front of the United 
States Treasury Building there has been a 
carping criticism by a coterie of Eastern 
artists. 

Originally there were twenty-six designs 
submitted in competition for four prizes of 
$1,000 each, the committee to make the 
selections being composed of Messrs. St. 
Gaudens, Warner, Price, and Post of New 
York. Their choice comprised the designs 
of H. W. Bartlett, J. Massey Rhind, Charles 
H. Niehaus, and Mr. Partridge, all sculptors 


of Gotham. 

When the committee of the Army of the 
Tennessee inspected the designs, however, 
they differed from the experts and substi- 
tuted the design of Roh! Smith for that sub- 
mitted by Mr. Partridge. These four de- 
signs were examined by Secretary Lamont, 
Maj.-Gen. Miles, and the members of the 
Sherman Statue committee and resulted in 
the selection of Mr. Smith to make the 
statue. 

At was stated at the time that his design 
was the most life-like and was characterized 
by not only simplicity, but grandeur in con- 
ception, as well as being a speaking likeness 
of the hero-of the march to the sea. But, 
because one of their number was not chosen 
to execute this commission, a howl! was set 
up by the New York crowd that favoritism 
had been shown in the choice of the com- 
mittee charged with the erection of. this 
statue. 

It mattered not that those who had been 
associated with Gen. Sherman pointed out 
defects in the other designs which did not 
exist in the model presented by Mr. Smith. 
It was simply a case of sectional jealousy 
from start to finish, and the friends of the 
successful sculptor are not at all discon- 
certed by the efforts of the New-Yorkers 
to raise a hue and cry in the matter which 


thas no substantial foundation. 


SEIZE THE TOWN AND PORT OF CORINTO 


American and British Marines Jointly 
Render Invaluable Service to the 
Government of Nicaragua. 


Managua, Nicaragua, June 1.—[Copyright- 
ed, 1896, by theAssociated Press.]—An ac- 
count has just been received here of the 
landing at Corinto on May 2 of a force of 
100 American and British marines from the 
United States cruiser Alert.and the British 
cruiser Comus. Acting together in the most 
perfect harmony, they occupied that port 
and protected until May 4 the property 
of foreigners in the custom-house and at 
the railroad station by subduing a riotous 
and drunken mob which threatened to cause 
the most serious disturbance. 

The account had to be sent by mail owing 
to the government having control of the 
wires at the time. The landing of the troops 
was brought about by reason of a demand 
by the Minister of the Treasury of the rev- 
olutionary government upon the branch at 
Leon of the London Bank of Central Amer- 
ica for a loan of $80,000 on about $33,000 of 
Nicaragua bonds of doubtful ownership. 
LaterMinister Mayorga issued a decree or- 
dering the books and goods in the custom- 
house at Corinto to be removed to Leon for 
safety. This was looked upon as a ruse of 
the revolutionary government to seize mill- 
ions of dollars’ worth of merchandise be- 
longing to citizens and foreigners. ©The 
troops were ordered ashore, and not only 
prevented the enforcement of these orders 
but protected citizens from a rioting and 
drunken mob of insurgent soldiers and 
saved the custom-house from being looted. 

Gen. Metuta threaténed to occupy Corinto 
without -waiting. for President Zelaya’s 
orders, whereupon on May 3 the American 
and British commanders ordered the ma- 
rines, fully armed and equipped, drawn up 
at their different stations ashore. The 
Alert was signaled to steam up to a point 
opposite the custom-house, and the Comus 
cleared its decks for action. Gen. Metuta 
thereupon promised to retire with his troops 
if permitted. 

Late in the afternoon sixty soldiers ar- 
rived from Chinandega under command of 
yen. Hierrera, who bore a letter from Presi- 
dent Zelaya appointing him commandant 
at Corinto. The marines recognized his 
authority, and May 4 the city was turned 
over to him as the representative of the 
legal government of Nicaragua. 

When President Zelaya was informed of 
the occurrences he telegraphed his approval 
to the American Legation at Managua, with 
his thanks, and invited Commander Han- 
ford and Capt. Dyke and their officers to 
visit Managua and enjoy the hospitality of 
the Government of Nicaragua.

CUSTOMS RECEIPTS STILL FALLING. 


May Reports Show a Drop of $1,500,000 
from Last Year. 

Washington, D. C., June 1.—The compara- 
tive monthly statement ef the government 
receipts and expeditures issued today shows 
the total receipts during May to have been 
$24,643,717, as compared with $25,272,078 dur- 
ing May, 1895. : 

The expenditures during the month 
amounted to $28,426,592, which leaves the 
deficit. for May $3,782,875, and for the eleven 
months of the fiscal year $26,981,874. 

During the month the receipts from cus- 
toms amounted to $10,949,703, which is a 
loss as compared with May, 1895, of about 
$1,500,000. There was, however, a gain of 
about $800,000 from internal revenue, The 
pension payments for the month amounted 
to 803,606. ;

Columbus, Ga., Jund 1—At 10:45 o’clock 
this morning 600 armed men broke into the 
court during the trial of Jesse Slayton, 
charged with an attack on Mrs, Howard 
Bryan, and took the prisoner from the 
officers. Slayton’s trial had already begun 
behind locked doors, and a heavy guard of 
men was present ta protect thé prisoner 
from violence. The mob forced the doors, 
and with a resistless rush swept back the 
guards and carried the negro out into the 
street. A rope was placed around Slayton’s 
neck and he was dragged. up Broad street, 
the crowd shooting at him as they went 
along. Near the Bell tower they swung ime 
negro up and perforated him with bullets: 
After this the mob went to the jail, and over- 
powering the jailer took Will Miles» 4 
negro, who was charged with a similar of- 
fense, and marched him slowly to where 
Slayton’s lifeless body was hanging from a 
tree. The. negro was made to look upon 'the 
fate of his brother in crime, then a rope was 
placed about his neck and he was sus- 
pended in the air and his body filled with bul- 
lets.

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HORSE OVERTURNS A CAR, 


RUNAWAY ANIMAL COLLIDES WITH 
A SOUTH SIDE CABLE TRAIN, 


ma Dionne on Her Way Home from 
School and Injures Lewis Pugh at 


Cobblestone. 
A frantic horse collided with a moving 
cable train at State and Thirtieth streets 
yesterday afternoon, and after a brief but 
exciting and bloody encounter won a de- 
cisive victory over his old foe. At the con- 
clusion. of the bout the horse was uninjured 
and still full of fight; he started out in quest 
of further victims,but after adding an under- 
taker’s wagon to his list stumbled and was 
subdued by a dozen men. The -cable train 
was routed, but could not run away, a8 one 
of the trailers was knocked off the track. 
In his short career of a block the animal 
injured two persons and wrecked the buggy 
to which he was harnessed in addition to 
the havo¢ played with the street cars, His 
human victims were: 
Dionne, Emma, No, 3080 Dearborn street, aged 5 
years, 
Pugh, Lewis, No. 510 Manhattan Building. 
The child was run ovér at State and 
Thirtieth streets and, badly cut about the 
forehead. Pugh was thrown from the de- 
railed cable car, but was not badly hurt. 
The animal that caused all the ruin and 
excitement was a big bay horse owned by 
Robert H. Jones, No. 2200 Cottage Grove 
avenue, and usually employed on an express 
wagon, {Yesterday Mr. Jones hitched the 
steed to his light buggy and started out for 
a drive. | The horse seemed to, appreciate 
his better lot and was in high spirits—just 
looking for trouble in fact, and he found it. 


Left Under the Alley “ L.” 

Jones stopped’ his fiery charger under the 
elevated railway tracks in Thirtieth street 
and consigned it to the care of a man, be- 
sides anchoring it with a heavy hitching 
weight. At least he says he didi alb this, but 
neither man nor weight could be found by 
the police when sought after. 

As soon as the driver’s back was turned 
the express horse started out to celebrate 
his promotion. The rumble of a train 
passing overhead was,«pretext enough, and 
away went the animal with a wild clatter of 
hoofs towards State street. The neighboring 
schools had just let out, and the streets were 
crowded with children. Most of them man- 
aged to get out of the animal’s path, but lit- 
tle Em Dionne was not so fortunate. 
The horse knocked her down, striking her 
head with his hoof, and inflicting a severe 
scalp wound. 

A passing cable ‘train was just crossing 
Thirtieth street, and the horse gave it his 
undivided attention. The conductor gavea 
shout of warning, but before the passengers 
were aware of their danger the collision took 
lace. 

: Breaks the Train in Two. 

Fortunately the horse missed his’ aim for 
the cars and dashed between the two trail 
cars, breaking the coupling link. According 
to an eye witness the horse rebounded like 
a rubber ball ‘‘fully fifteen feet ’* from the 
cars. 

With a bleeding child behind and a wrecked 
cable train in front most horses would have 
been content, but that express wagon steed 
was made of sterner stuff. A big black 
wagon belonging to A. B. Perrigo, No. 2975 
State street, next caught his eye—and that 
was the énd of that wagon. The horse didn’t 
hit the wagon himself, but used the buggy as 
a battering ram, to the utter demoralization 
of the rig and the serious damage of the 
wagon, 

With the overturned buggy trailing behind 
the horse started in pursuit of a gang of 
laborers repairing the railroad tracks. The 
workmen did not wait to dispute his way, 
but \fled across the trench they had dug in 
the street. In the excitement of the chase 
the animal did not pause to choose his path, 
and this carelessness led to his downfall 
literallys An insignificant paving-stone op- 
posed him, and the conqueror of the mighty 
cable cars went down. Before he could re- 
gain his feet a dozen men were piled On top 
of him and his celebration was over. | 

The child was carried into the office of Dr.

Later she. was taken to her 
home in, Dearborn street. Then the horse’s 
captors lifted the derailed car back! on the 
track, the horse was tied to a tree, and the 
battle was over. 


FEYER EPIDEMIC FOR INDIANAPOLIS. 


Sickness Is Caused by the Polluted 
Water in the River from the Straw- 
board Company’s Pond. 


Ihdianapolis, Ind., June 1.—{Special.]—-The 
polluted water from the Strawboard com- 
pany’s works at Nobleville is beginning to 
have its effect on the city. 

In the districts where the workingmen re- 
side sickness has,broken out. Thus far the 
symptoms. are nausea and slight fevers, with 
no serious results. What may be the out- 
come after the disease germs have had time 
to dcvelop no physician will offer to fore- 
tell. 

The water in the city mains was analyzed 
today by City Sanitarian Ferguson and Dr. 
J. N. llurley, Secretary of the State Board 
of Health, with alarming results. 

It contained 4 per cent more of pbdisonous 
nitrites than the stime taken from the river. 
This is believed to be due to the fact that 
the water in the mains did not run as fast 
as the stream in White River, and permitted 
of more rapid development of the germs. 
Indianapolis people are thoroughly aroused, 
andthereistalk ofa public indignation meet- 
ing. Citizens age denouncing the crimmal 
outrage both on the part of the strawboard 
works for emptying their twenty-four acres 
of slop into the river and on the part of the 
Indianapolis Water company for taking its 
supply direct from the river after every one 
in town knew of the great damage. Men of 
good business standing in Indianapolis de- 
clared they were ready to make up a party 
to go to Noblesville and tear down the straw- 


poard plant.

SENATOR CULLOM SCORES THE BUT- 


LER ANTI-BOND BILL. 


He Makes a Speech in the Senate in 
Which He Declares for Sound 
Money and Attacks the Piatform ot 
the Free Silver Men—International 
Action a:Prerequisite to a Change 

of Financial Standard—President's 

- Right to Raise Money Is Upheld. 

Weshington, D. C., June 1,—{Special.]— 
Owing to the fact that he was one of the fa- 
vorite sons whose names were used as possi- 
ble candidates for the Presidency the speech 
of ‘Senator Cullom on the bond question in 
the Senate today was looked forward to with 
unusual interest. When his.turn came to 
taik on the Butler’ bill prohibiting the issue 
of bonds he left no doubt as to where he 
stood, but declared himself for honest money 
without hesitation and opposed to the free 
coinage of silver at all times except as the 
result of an international agreement by the 
leading commercial nations of the world. 

In beginning his speech Senator Cullom 
said the bill to prohibit the issuance of bonds 
seémed innocentonitsface. Noone deplored 
the piling up of obligations by the govern- 
ment in time of peace more than he, but he 
did not believe the causes which made bond 
issues necessary could be removed by pro- 
hibiting bonds. On the contrary, the conse- 
quence of the passage of the Butler bill and 
its enactment into, law would be so far- 
reaching as to be simply appalling. In dis- 
cussing this phase of the question Senator, 
Cullom said: - . 

** Tt would be the undoing of all that has 
been accomplished and built up since the 
passage of the resumption act in 1575. It 
would mean the repudiation of our obliga- 
tions. Its tendency would be to place this: 
country at once upona silver basis. It would 
sériously endanger every business concern 
in the country which has weathered thus far 
the terribie financial storm which has pre- 
vailéd during the last three years. It would 
throw out of employment hundreds of thou-

LABOR BILL IS PASSED. 


GOES THROUGH THE LOWER HOUSE 
BY VIVA VOCE VOTE. = _#’ 


Establishes a Commission to Be Com- 
posed of Representatives of Labor, 
Agriculture, Business, and Manu- 
facturing Interests, a Majority of 
Whom Shall Belong to No One Po- 
litical Party—To Investigate Ques- 
tions and Recommend Legislation. 

Washington, D. C., June 1.—[Special. It 
took less than an hour to put the non- 
partisan Labor Commission bill through the 

House today. It was not deemed necessary 

to take a yea and nay vote, the measure 

being passed viva voce. Speaker Reed de- 
clared “ the yeas have it,” and there wag no 
demand for “a division.” Within the short 
time allowed each side, twenty minutes for 
and twenty minutes against the proposition, 
extended speeches were out of the ques- 
tion. After a consultation with Chairman 

Phillips of the Labor committee Congress- 

man Belknap of Chicago was accorded suf- 

ficient time to make a speech favoring the 
bill. In the course of his remarks Mr. 

Belknap said: | 

‘Some seem to think strikes and disor- 
ders of like character are always occa- 
sioned by the impetuousity or unwise acts 
of labor. Fair-minded citizens, upon re- 
flection, must admit that often capital is 
oppressive and unjust, and therefore at 
fault. Labor does not ask for charity; all 


it wants is justice. 


‘‘Under our form of government all men 


are equal before the law, but when we recall 
the frequent occurrence Of strikes, lock-~ 
outs, and similar events, causing ‘suffering 
and distress to many, we cannot but con- 
clude that often misunderstandings exist 
between the employer and the employé, or 
that there is frequently oppression and in- 
justice.

When Gen. Grant declared 
that every dollar of government indebted- 
ness should be paid in gold unless otherwise

KENTUCKY LOST,.TO THE DEMOCRATS. 

While Mr. Watterson is bearding the 
British lion in his den and giving him some 
plain talk, his paper is talking plainly to 
the free silver Democrats of Kentucky, 
who have carried the State conveltion for 
bad money. 

The Courier-Journal tells them “ they

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TELLER’S IDEA OF BIMETALLISM. 

Senator Teller gave his definition of “ bi- 
metallism ”’ the other day, as follows: “ Ri- 
metallism means the free access of both 
metals ’’—gold and silver—* to the mints on 
equal terms ’’—sixteen ounces of silver 
being called equal to one ounce of gold. 

This means that a mar who has 23 1-5 
grains of gold, worth 100 cents, can take 
them to the mint and have them coined for 
him into a dollar, which he can use to pay 
his debts with. At the same time a man 
who has 37114! grains of silver, worth 51 
cents, can take them to the mint and have 
them coined into a dollar for him, and then 
use that dollar to pay his debts with. Teller 
approves of that. 

The case may be stated differently. <A 
merchant has in his store some goods not 
yet paid for, for which he owes a thousand 
dollars. -He can take some of those goods, 


of gold, which he can have coined into a 
thousand dollars and pay his debts with 
them: Or he can take about half the quan- 
tity of goods, buy with them $510 worth of 
silver bullion, and have it made into a 
thousand silver dollars, with which he will 
discharge his indebtedness. | 

Teller thinks: a man should have a right 
to pay his debts after either of those fgsh- 
ions. One seems to him as honest as the 
other. It also seems to him that silver and 
gold will have access to the mints on equa! 
terms when one of. them goes there under 
false pretens®s—pretending to be worth 
twice what it actually is. : 

If what Teller calls bimetallism were in 
force no merchant would buy gold to pay 
his debts in when he could pay them in half- 
value silver.. Nor would any one ever take 
gold to the mint to be coined. Only silver 
would go there and only silver would cir- 
culate, None save cranks and rascals call 
that * bimetallism.” Intelligent and honest 
men call it the silver monometallism of 
Mexico and China. 
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HOW TO INSPIRE FAITH IN AMERICAN 
SECURITIES. 

The financial article in yesterday’s Trr1p- 
UNE stated that— 

England, during the last quarter of a century, 
has not had such a- plethora of money as there 
is at the present time in London. I@is seeking all 
forms of investment. Government consols have 
advanced to. a point beyond anything in their his- 
tory. Money rates in London have gone down 
to the lowest point in the history of banking and 
rates as low as \% of 1 per cent have been made. 

As a consequence of this plethora the 
promoters are getting up countiess enter- 
prises with a hope that much of the idle 
money may be put intothem. The capital 
stock and bond issues of the companies 
organized during the ‘last three months 
amount to a hundred millions. 

There would be no such unwholesome 
activity as this were it not that the owners 
of this vast mass of surplus capital are de- 
prived of their old markets. They will not 
touch South America since the Argentine 
bubble burst.

Gold continues going out and the gold reserve 
now stands at less than $110,000,000. The abund- 
ance of call money in New York makes it probable 

that gold will continue to go out for the next 
three weeks at least, There are practically no 


commercial bills offering and consequently gold 
is the cheapest form of remittance. 


As gold is exported the Treasury reserve 
falls and business-men get nervous. Manu- 
facturers are disinclined to make goods and 
merchants to buy them. It will be necessary 
to sell more bonds at a sacrifice in order to 
replenish the gold reserve and keep the pres- 
ent dull times from becoming painfully hard 
ones. |

The investments in American securities 
which would follow in the wake of restored 
confidence would bring back all the gold 
which went abroad to yedeem the securities 
thrown back on the American market three 
years ago, and millions more. Then gold 
exports would cease, and with them the 
drain on the Treasury gold. 

There would be renewed confidence among 
business-men of all classes here. Banks 
would not hesitate to lend at lower rates, 
for there would be no uncerthinty as to the 
kind of money the loans would be paid in. 
Manufacturers would resume operations, 
for they would know what kind of money 
they would get for their goods. ‘There would 
be a greater demand for labor, and. wages 
would go up. Consumers would buy more, 
and money would circulate more rapidly. 

The first thing to be done to regain nation- 
al prosperity is to make the world believe in 
the national honesty of this country, And 
to make the world believe that the cheap

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THE RUSSIAN HORROR. 

The ball at Moscow on.Saturday night 
contributed by the French Ambassador and 
his suite to the coronation program must be 
given @ page apart from the rest of the his- 
tory of the world. There never has been 
and probably never will be again a social 
event with so variegated an environment. 
Fruits and vegetables from distant climes. 
rare wines and costly fabrics from France 
and the Orient were provided in abundance 
and at the cost of a King’s ransom. Nearly 
all the nations of the earth were represent- 


ed in the throng of merrymakers by ablest 


diplomats, talented statesmen, philosophers, 
and beautiful women. The ambition of 
I’rance to rival even the lavish displays of 
the Russian monarch appears to have been 
realized, and a scene of unsurpassed splen- 
dor and gayety was protracted through the 
Light to early dawn. Even the Czar and 


Czarina were present and joined in the 


dance, 


This was on Saturday night. A few hours « 


before a half-million subjects of the Czar, 
humble participants in the same program of 
ceremonies, pilgrims from many distant 
lands to the ancient capital, come at the in- 
vitation of the monarch himself, were strug- 
gling in indescribable confusion on the plain 
outside the city, with their brute instincts 
at highest pitch, in a titanic exhibition of 
barbaric greed. The annals‘of modern his- 
tory do not record another such stampede of 
human beings. No fear of personal danger, 
no incitement of hunger, no desire for re- 
venge, no fanaticism of the revolutionist, 
could have produced a more uncontrollable 
mob than that incited by greed alone. Prob- 
ably it will never be known how many were 
trampled to death. The figures are placed 
now at three thousand, with several times 
that number severely injured. But whén 
darkness fell on this plain on that night it 
must have been a scene more terrible than 
a battlefield, with its unknown thousands 
dead, other thousands maimed or dying, and 
the hundreds of thousands others subdued 
into partial tranquillify at least by the ex- 
tent of the horror. 

Such was the setting of the great ball. 
The music that inspired the dancers within 
the F'rench Embassy must have been hardly 
distinguishable above the lamentations of 
the thousands outside, but there was no 
thought of stopping the music. No more 
significant commentary could be made on 
the cheapness of the Russian peasant’s life. 
The absolute scorn of the Czar could have 
been expressed in no more pointed manner 
than by his dancing on sucha night. Where 
the direct fault lies for the catastrophe itself 
is difficult to determine. It would appear 
the government essayed an impossible task. 
The purpose was to feed a half million peo- 
ple at tables, giving to each a portion of food 
and drink, with a special liquor mug from 
the Czar. ‘The police and troops were late, 
the crowd of course became unmanageable, 
a panic-stricken ofticial threw some loaves 
among a group in the hope of pacifying them 
for a time, the word passed at once that the 
distribution had begun, it spread through the 
great assemblage like wildfire, and the 
surging mass.of peasants became a mass of 
beasts. --A mad fight to gain the supposed 
point of distribution began, and the fright- 
ful sacrifice followed. The reckless pater- 
nalism that will pander to the animal in- 
stincts of Russian peasants and risk a gath- 
ering of this tlement as large nearly as the 
population of St. Louis cannot be expected 
possibly to be interested in the fate of the 
individuals, and a few thousands dead call 
for an opening of the heart strings only, the 
heart strings are for none of these. The 
peasants seem to be inspired by the ravenous 
instincts of beasts, and nothing is so cheap 
in all Russia to the Czar and his nobles as 
their lives. It is a pitiable, repulsive, horri- 
ble spectacle that was witnessed on Hodyn- 
sky Plain after a week's al piaying and 
praying. s 


A RASCALLY SCHEME. 

Senator Teller said some time ago that he 
was going to bolt the St. Louis convention 
if its platform did not contain a free coinage 
plank. As it is known to him gnd all others 
that it will adopt no such plank, common 
decency dicfates that he should keep away 
from the Republican convention at St. 
Louis. | 

Being as destitute of principle as of finan- 
cial wisdom, he is going to attend the con- 
vention, and announces that he will do all 
the mischief he can before he takes his hat 
and clears out. He says that he hopes to 
control the Committee on Platform, and 
induce it to report a plank which will not 
contain “any declaration avowedly hostile 
to silver.” ‘That is, he expects it to agree 
on a straddling plank like the one he con- 
cocted at Minneapolis four years ago. 

Teller himself will be a member of the 
committee, and he reckons that he can 
rely on the representatives of twenty-seven 
little Western and Democratic Southern 
States and ‘Territories to back him up. He 
counts on the Southern Democratic and 
Rocky Mountain Populist States and one or 
two others to support his nefarious plot. 

On this Committee on Platform each 
State and Territory has one representative. 
As in the Senate, there is equal and there- 
fore grossly unjust representation. 

New Mexico and Arizona, with a handful of 
population and no votes at all for President, will 
have twice as much strength as New York. The 
silver ‘* nucleus ’’ of Montana, Wyoming, Colora- 
do, New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, Nevada, Idaho, 
Alaska, Washington, Oregon, California, Indian 
Territory, and Oklahoma has altogether a smaller 


population by about 500,000 than the single State 


of Illinois, and yet they will be fourteen times as 
strong in the committee.

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CONGRESSIONAL IDEA OF PATRIOTISM. 

The President in his message vetoing the 
river and harbor bill gave expression to one 
of those didactic and ponderous statements 
which may be found in every one of his state- 
papers, for of all the Presidents from Wash- 
ington down Mr. Cleveland is the preacher 
pretéminent. Representative Dolliver of 
lowa aptly stated ‘the case when he said 
“the President seems to believe he is the 
chosen instrument of providence to stand in 
the way of wrongdoing and to effect a gen- 
eral amelioration of public behavior.” 
There is a certain degree of truth in this 
characterization, as witnessed by the Presi- 
dent’s endless array of moral platitudes, 
and it may be, as another Senator wittily 
put it, that Mr. Cleveland is suffering from 
a case of mistaken identity by supposing 
himself to be our institutions. The Presi- 
dent said: 

I believe no greater danger confronts. us as a 
Nation: than the unhappy decadence among our 
people of genuine and trustworthy love and affec- 
tion for our government as the embodiment of the 
highest and best aspirations of humanity and not 
as the giver of gifts, and because its mission is 
the enforcement of, exact justice and equality and 
not the allowance of unfair favoritism. 

The President is unquestionably wrong 
in the assumption that there is a decadence 
of patriotism among the people or any 
diminution of their respect for the national 
system of government. What they may 
think of the manner in which that govern- 
ment is administered is another thing en-— 
tirely. Congressmen are right in assuming 
that the people of the United States are not 
lacking in respect for the government or its 
institutions, but, on the other hand, are 
growing in devotion to them. But is there 
not another side to this matter, which the 
President has not clearly recégnized and 
which Congressmen have failed to see be- 
cause they won't see? Are not Congress- 
men themselves largely responsible for ** the 
allowance of unfair favoritism”? If there 
is any, even the slightest degree of “ the 
decadence of patriotism,” who is to blame 
for it if not Congressmen who have cor- 
rupted and demoralized such people by 
coddling with the public money contractors, 
favorite henchmen, and ward bosses in 
their districts? An appropriation for his 
district is the usual inspiring motive of the 
average Congressman, and the bigger the 
appropriation the better, no matter how un- 
necessary it may be. Hence the dangerous 
tendeney towards reckless) expenditures 
which has grown up in municipal and State 
as well asin national administrations. The 
average Congressman looks upon the appro- 
priation as the surest factor in the scheme 
of reélection, and hence he bribes and 
tempts men to demand special favors from 
the Treasury for themselves and _ their 
cliques. The President, however erroneous 
he may have been in his conception of pop- 
nlar patriotism, was right in vetoing the 
profligate river and harbor bill. Half of 
its appropriationsare simply wastage. They 
are reckless, extravagant expenditures, 2u- 
thorized not because they are needed but 
to curry favor and secure reélections. The 
inconsistency of Congressmen and their 

_own lack of patriotism are illustrated by the 
fact that they did not hesitate to cut'down 
the appropriations for the national defenses 
and at the same time throw money away for 
bribes to personal interests, The less such 
men talk about patriotism the better. To 
the plain people, who have no laek of love 
for their country, Congressional patriotism 
seems to be dependent upon appropriations.

‘QO, you can reconsider, but the matter is 
now of record and contracts have been en- 
tered into. The question now is on the ap- 
proval of the minutes.”’ 

The minutes were then approved and the 
ordinance was allowed to stand as passed. 

Housemovers’ Ordinance Vetoed. 

The Mayor ‘sent in the following veto of 
the house-movers’ ordinance: 

‘“* Mayor’s Office, Chicago, June 1.—To the 
Honorable the City Council of the City of 
Chicago — Gentlemen: Herewith I return 
without my approval, the ordinance passed 
by your hon@érable body at its. meeting on 
May 26, 1896 (Council Proceedings, p, 2S2), 
in reference to the moving of buildings upon 
the public streets. 

‘*It has been decided by one of the Ap- 
pellate Courts in this State that the moving 
of houses along a public street is not within 
the right# enjoyed by the public as a use of 
the public streets. If this decision is cor- 
rect there may be serious legal objections 
to this ordinance; but apart from any such 
possible-legal objections the ordinance seems 
to me too broad and unrestricted inits terms. 
Under it a building might perhaps be moved 
along a street used by an electric street rail- 
way so as to interrupt for a long time the 
str®et railway traffic, and thereby seriously 
inconvenience the public. The hours for the 
moving of buildings ought to be prescribed 
by ordinance so far as practicable. It has 
often happened that a building has incum- 
bered the streets for weeks. f 

‘“‘This whole subject of moving houses 
upon the streets is ill-regulated ‘and sur- 
rounded by much confusion at the -present 
time, and, instead of attempting to put into 
effect such an ordinance as this, the whole 
subject ought to be carefully considered and 
legislated upon with a view: to establishing 
appropriate general regulations for the 
guidance of the parties especially interested 
and the convenience of the general public. 
Very respectfully yours, 

‘‘GeorGP B. Swirt, Mayor.” 
Referred to Judiciary Committee, 

Ald. Madden, the author of the ordinance, 
said: ‘ The proper motion is to reconsider 
the vote by which the ordinance was passed, 
and I make that motion, although I do not 
agree with the veto message or its conclu- 
sions.”’ 

The matter was referred to the Judiciary 
committee.

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ANNUAL MEETING OF TRAVELING MEN. 


Convention of T. P. A. Holds Forth at 
Terre Haute This Week—Good Time 
in Store for the Drummers, 


Terre Haute, Ind., June 1.-—[Special.]—The 
Travelers’ Protective Association, the -na- 
tional organization of commercial travel- 
ers, will hold its annual convention here 
this week. In addition to the 300 or 360 del- 
egates it is expected there will be 2,000 or 
2,500 members of the order in the city. The 
railroad mileage question is the most im- 
portant matter that will come before the 
convention. The T. P. A. men are asking 
for the restoration of the interchangeable 
mileage books, and it is likely the feeling 
of resentment toward the railroad com- 
panies will be all the more bitter because of 
the faliure to get the usual excursion rates 
for this convention. The probability is that 
the convention will start the ball rolling for 
laws fixing a general rate of two cents. 

Col. John A. Lee of St. Louis has been 
President for several years, but has ex- 
pressed a desire to retire. Louis T. Le 
Baume is Secretary and Treasurer. John 
C. Wilkinson of St. Louls has been consid- 
ered as a candidate for President. It has 
been conceded that the President is to be a 
Missouri man as the reason that the head- 
quarters must be kept in that State. It is 
not improbable that Col. Lee may be in- 
duced to remain in office. 

The program for the week begins with 
the assembling of the convention tomorrow 
morning at the opera-house, ‘where ad- 
dresses of welcome will be delivered by Gov. 
Matthews, Mayor Ross, ex-Secretary of the 
Navy Richard W. Thompson, and responses 
made by President Lee and others of the 
visiting T. P. A. men. 

While this is being done the ladies who 
have accompanied the delegates will be en- 
tertained at the Terre Haute club by a com- 
mittee of ladies of the city. Nspecial at- 
tention is being given to the arrangemeftts 
for the comfort and pleasure of the ladies 
who will come to the city. On Wednesday 
morning they are to be taken riding over the 
city and to points of interest in the suburbs. 

On Tuesday night there ,is to be a big il- 
luminated ‘parade in which it is thought 
2.000 traveling men will participate, and as 
many more marchers from among the so- 
ciety and municipal organizations of the 
city. There will be a large number of floats, 
and the streets are to be decorated and il- 
luminated. At one point a large arch has 
been erected. There are also three imita- 
tion bronze statues of heroic size. One rep- 
resents the traveling man standing on a 
globe, with an _ illuminated inscription 
that it is his “‘ territory.’”’ Another is of two 
men clasping hands, representing the North 
and. South. The third is a traveling man, 
with,satchels in hand, ready to start on a 
trip. The City Council will meet the ex- 
penses of a very brilliant electric display 
along the line of march, and the County 
Commissioners have agreed to make the im- 
posing court-house a_ beautifully lighted 
structure. On one of the squares ghere will 
bean elevated road, along which will travela 
large illuminated satchel. 

On Thursday the entertainment will be at 
the fair grounds, and _ will consist of a 
variety of sports, including some racing on 
the Robert J. 2:01% track. That night there 
will be a banquet and dancing reception at 
the Terre Haute House. On Friday morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock the special excursion train 
will start for Toledo, where a boat will be 
taken to Put-in-Bay. On Saturday evening 
the excursionists are to go to Detroit by 
boat, and return from there on Sunday night 
by boat to Toledo, and on Monday morning 
take the train back to Terre Haute. 


SETTLE TEXT-BOOK QUESTION TODAY. 


School Board Officials Will Select 
Works on Their Merit Alone Re- 
gardless of Labor Organizations. 


Supt. Lane and his eight assistants will 
meet this morning in the school board rooms 
to finish their revision of the list of public 
schoal text-books. This will consume the 


itors and Supplies committee will meet. 
Before it adjourns the School Management 
committee will hold a meeting of more than 
usual importance, as it will receive and act 
on the Superintendent's report, not only on 
the text-book list, but on teachers’ and prin- 
cipals’ salaries. In the evening the Finance 
committee will hold a conference with ,the 
Chairmen of the other committees on the 
apportionment of funds for 1896 and 1897, 
which probably will last several hours. 

There are indications. that the conference 
of Superintendents on text-books will not be 
entirely harmonious, and there may. even be 
a minority report. The difference of opinion 
is caused by the new text-books recently is- 
sued from the press. Some of them are the 
best so far published, and would be adopted 
at once if any one dared to recommend an 
additional expense for school-books at this 
time. 

The: Superintendents had their attention 
called to the action of the Chicago Typo- 
graphical Union No. 16, urging the board to 
use the books of a local firm because it em- 
ployed union labor, and regardless of the 
merits of the books. They said in the most 
positive manner they would be influenced by 
no such consideration. They mean to se- 
lect the best school-books, no matter how or 
where manufactured. 

The revision of the salary list by Supt. 
Lane, which, in other years, was a matter of 
considerable importance, is not so this year. 
The Retrenchment and Reform committee 
several months ago recommended that the 
salary schedule of 1895 should stand un- 
changed for 1896, and the report was adopted 
by the board. There will beeno changes, 
therefore, except some which are made nec- 
essary by altered circumstances. Several 
new schools have been opened, the teachers 
of which have not been grouped, and sey- 
eral old schools have grown so rapidly that 
the principals are entitled to an advance of 
salary. With these exceptions, it is not 
likely any recommendations will be made. 

One matter, however, involving important 
principles, may come up for consideration. 
This is the case of Principal J. W. Akers of 
the Walter Scott School, Hope avenue and 
Sixty-fourth street. Principal Akers was 
appointed a few months ago without exam- 
ination, contrary to the rule, and at the re- 
quest of a relative on the board. He came 
from Iowa, where he had occupied the high- 
est positions in the State as an educator. 
His salary, according to the number of pn- 
pils in his school and the length of time he 
has served, is $1,400 a year, but his relative 
is asking that he may be started at $2,000 @ 
year, on account of his high attainments 
as a teacher. 

This proposition has excited the displeas- 
ure of the other teachers who have more pu- 
pils and have served longer.

Report of the State Auxiliary at the 
New Haven Home Missionary Meet- 
ing Makes a Splendid Showing. 


New Haven, Conn., June 1.—At the seven- 
tieth anniversary of the Congregational 
Hiome Missionary Society, which began its 
sessions here today, the report of the IIli- 
nois Congregational Home Missionary So- 
ciety was presented. 

The Rev. Edward P. Goodwin, D. D., of 
Chicago is President; the Rev. James Tomp- 
kins, D. D., of Chicago, Secretary; Aaron B. 
Mead, Treasurer. 

The receipts of this auxiliary for home 
missions were $51,814.10. The National So- 
clety received from churches, individuals, 
and legacies for the national work, $2,614.56. 
The total amount raised in Illinois in cash for 
home missions was $54,428.66. The Illinois 
auxiliary paid into the treasury of the na- 
tional society, from surplus and by request 
of donors, in cash for the national work, 
$1,589.91. The auxiliary expended in its own 
field for missionary labor and expenses, $51,- 
310.51. 

One hundred and seventeen churches have 
been aided in support of pastors, besides 
which forty-nine missions have been sup- 
plied with services; also ninety-two churches 
or committees have been aided by missionary 


evangelists.

PRIZE STILL; IN DOUBT. 


REFEREE FANNING QUESTIONS WIT- 
NESSES BEHIND CLOSED DOORS, 


Will Give No Decision Until He Has 


Time—Sentiment of the Associated 
Cycling Clubs’ Delegates Seems to 
Be Against Murphy—New Witnesses 
for Both Sides Tell Their Stories— 
Preponderance of Evidence Against 


Murphy. : 

The pot still boils in the time prize pro- 

test, and whether Murphy started from 
Wheeling or from Niles is stilla mystery. 

The meeting of the Associated Cycling 
Clubs last night adjourned, after transact- 
ing some routine business, at an early hour 
that Referee Fanning might hear the testi- 
mony in regard to the protest madé by the 
Clarendon Wheelmen, the Lake View and 
the Smalley Cycling clubs against the award- 
ing of the first time prize to F. B. Murphy 
of the North Shore Wheelmen. 

Referee Fanning retired to the ante-room 
to hear the testimony, the witnesses being 
brought in'one at a time, and the representa- 
tives of the press were denied admission. 
Testimony was heard until about 11 o'clock, 
but no decision was rendered. Referee Fan- 
ning ‘will hear further testimony during the 
week, and will probably make his report 
upon the protest at the next meeting of the 
A. ©. @. 

Fanning said last night that he did not 
intend to hurry the matter nor make a hasty 
decision; that he would hear all the testi- 
mony bearing on both sides of the case, no 
matter how long it might take todoit. A 
TRIBUNE reporter could get Mr. Fanning to 
make no statement in regard to the testi- 
mony heard last night, but when asked if 
the testimony heard was favorable or not to 
Murphy he said: . 

Testimony Conflicts. 

“ The testimony is both ways, some wit- 
nesses being positive they saw Murphy at 
Wheeling, while others are equally confident 
they saw him enter the race at Niles. So 
far nothing can be told.’’ 

Several of the witnesses were interviewed 
after they had testified and gave about the 
same statements as were made before Ref- 
eree Fanning. Some are positive they saw 
and talked to Murphy at Wheeling before 
the start and while’ he was standing in line 
waiting for the word to go, and others say 
that is impossible, as they saw him leave 
the barn near Niles and enter the race from 
that point. The testimony is both for and 
against. Murphy, but, on the whole, makes 
his case rather a bad one. 

Murphy himself was present at the meet- 
ing and was identified by more than. one 
person as the man who entered the race at 
Niles, while Murphy said he went to Wheel- 
ing the day before and had witnesses to 
prove that they saw and spoke to hjm while 
he was in his class waiting for the start. 


Heywood Denies It. 


Starter Haywood denies the report that he 
said he saw Murphy before the race at 
Wheeling. He says he does not know Mur- 
phy personally, but remembers to have seen 
No. 170 start, and does not know whether 
it was Murphy or hot. 

Following are interviews with people who 
appeared before Referee Fanning: 

H. M. Seyer—Saw Murphy at Wheeling, 
and saw him start. 

Mr. Badenoch, who finished in thirteenth 
place in the race, gave testimony before 
Referee Fanning last night. He said he 
could not believe that Murphy, who passed 
him at Jefferson, could have made the ride. 
He says as he started from the fifteen-min- 
ute mark and Murphy started from the 
five-minute, Murphy could not have gained 
ten minutes on him in the twelve miles. He 
cannot understand how Murphy could have 
gained that much in the first half of the 
race, and then gain only thirty seconds in 
the ride from Jefferson to the finish. Mur- 
phy’s time, he says, was 10:30 better than 
his and he only beat him out by thirty sec- 
onds, So that Murphy must have gained 
ten minutes in twelve miles. He says in 
order to do this he must have ridden every 
one of his first twelve miles in close to 2:15. 

Henry O’Brien, who finished tenth, says 
no man passed him until after he had passed 
Jefferson, and that Murphy could not have 
ridden the course. He asserts Murphy 
passed Jefferson before him as the records 
show, but this could not be possible for he 
could not have passed him until after they 
struck the block pavement south of Jeffer- 
son, 

Ollier Fails to See Him. 


Val M. Ollier, a rider from the five-min- 
ute mark, says he was No. 178, and if Murphy 
was in line he must have been directly be- 
hind. him. He further asserts that he saw 
G. McCook, No. 171, and H. W. Wheeler, No. 
169, both clubmates of Murphy, but he failed 
to see Murphy between them, where he ought 
to have been. 

J. B. Lindberg of the Gross Park Cycling 
club, who was a checker in the 5:30 class, 
says he knows Murphy personally, having 
been a clubmate of his. He asserts that as 
he stepped aside at the tape to allow his 
class to pass that he noticed Murphy pass 

him agd is certain that it was he. 

O. W. Olson, another member of the Gross 
Park Cycling club, of which Murphy was 
formerly a member, says he started in the 
five-minute class and that Murphy passed 
him a half-mile from the start and he called 
** Hello,.Murph”’ after him. He says Mur- 
phy had on No. 170, which was painted in 
red. He also knows Murphy personally. 

O. P. Nelson appeared before the referee 
and gave the facts as printed in yesterday’s 
TRIBUNE. 

Fred Gerlach of the Illinois Cycling club 
said he never made any statement to the 
effect that he had seen Murphy at the start, 
and denies all knowledge of him. 


Wood Says He Started. 


A. E. Wood said: “I saw Murphy at the 
start and talked to him for some little time 
while he was lined up with his class waiting 
for the start. I went:out to see if the men 
were riding our tires who had promised to, 
and Murphy was one of then. I checked 
him off as one of the riders using our tires.’’ 

H. M. Gardiner-of the North Shore Wheel- 
men: ‘‘ We have affidavits made by two 
parties that Murphy started from Wheeling. 
One was made by his running mate, who 
says Murphy was in his class when the 
starter said go. 

‘* Jesse Smith of the Thistle Cycling club 
makes affidavit that he saw and spoke to 
Murphy when the classes were preparing for 
the race. We have taken no more affidavits, 
because we do not need them. All we want 
to establish is thatt Murphy started at 
Wheeling and then there would be nothing 
more to prove, for if he started there that 
settles the whole question. The judges know 
he finished, and if it is proved that he started 
with his class then it will be all over.” 

Talks for Himself. 

F. B. Murphy, the winner of the time prize, 
has this to say for himself: 

‘*T went out to Wheeling the day before on 
my wheel, and arrived there about half-past 
11 o’clock on Friday morning, and went to 
the Columbia Hotel. I then went to meet 
the train at 7 o’clock, and marched back from. 
the depot with the crowd from Chicago, in 
company with two checkers. I did not know 
their names. On Saturday morning I put on 
my riding tights at the hotel, the room being 
full of people at the time, and then I rode 
my wheel to. the start. After I ot 
there 1 saw and spoke to several people, 
among whom were George Cook of the 
North Shore Wheelmen, O. W. Olson, Gross 
Park Cycling club, and J. P. Lundberg of 
the same club, who will make affidavit that 
they saw and talked with me. I next went 
to the start and lined up with my class and 
had a number on my back. I was checked ‘ 
and started off with the five-minute class. 
The first trouble I 
got to the  0»bridge 
plaines River, where I was crowded off the 
road just before getting to the bridge and 
fell to, the side and rolled over and I think 
I lost my number at that place. I lost but 
little time in getting

KILLED WHILE SETTING THE PACE, 


S. H. Roper Thrown from a New Steam 
. Bicycle. 

Boston, Mass., June 1.—S. H. Roper of 
Roxbury, a mechanical engineer, while 
pacing Tom Butler, the professional bicycle 
rider, with a steam bicycle which Roper had 
invented, was killed at the Charles River 
Park track.today. Roper’s machine became 
unmanageable and he was thrown, striking 
upon his head. He died a few moments 
later. Roper, who was 70 years of age, had 
been at work on his motor twenty-tive years.

COUNT ALLEY “L” TRAFFIC 


_—- 


ONE-FIFTH ORIGINATES ON SIXTY- 
THIRD STREET LINE. 


Figures Are Not Entirely Tabulated, 
but They Will Show Practically 20 
Per Cent Comes From or Goes To 
Extension Stations—M, M. Jamieson 
Elected President of the Stock Ex- 
change—Local Market Is Dull—Dia- 
mond Match Is Strong. 

Passengers taking trains at the various 
stations on the Alley “L” railroad have 
been counted each day during the last two 
weeks. The count was made in furtherance 
of the plan proposed by Joseph Leiter for the 
two classes of bondholders te take their re- 
spective portions of the road, to operate 
them jointly under a traffic agreement, and 
to divide receipts and also to divide the cost 
of operating the line. A count was made of 
the passengers taking trains and leaving 
trains at each station from Congress street 
to Sixty-third and Stony Island avenue. 
While the tabulation of the figures is not 
completed the work has progressed to a 
point which shows that about 20 per cent of 
all the traffic either originates on the Sixty- 
third street line or takes trains at other 
points along the line bound for stations 
south of Sixty-first street. On this basis 
it is proposed to come to some agreement as 
to the division of receipts and operating ex- 
penses. If the plan should be adopted the 
main line from Congress street south to 
Sixty-first street would be taken under fore- 
closure by the first mortgage bondholders, 
and the remainder of the Sixty-third street 
extension would be taken by the extension 
pondholdefs. The division of traffic would 
be on the basis.of the number of passengers 
either taking or leaving trains on the two 
sections of the roads, with the cost of opera- 
tion assessed against the two sections on 
the basis of the mileage. 

The count of the traffic shows that one 
passenger in five. takes a train from the 
Sixty-third street line or takes the train at 
another station bound for a station on the 
extension. This is practically as conceded 
by the First Section committee and in ac- 
cordance with the ratio proposed by the 
committee under which it is: hoped there 
might be a settlemeng of existing difficulties. 
The proposition of the First Section ecommit- 
tee was for a settlement on the ratie of mile- 
age, and this ratio of mileage was practi- 
cally the same asis shown in the figures of 
traffic. 

Proposal of the First Committee. 

There are $3,000,000 of second section 
bonds outstanding and $7,500,000 of first 
section bonds, and the proposition of the first 
section bondholders was to reorganize ona 
basis of par for first section bonds and 60 
per cent for second section bonds. This 
would give the first section bondholders new 
bonds to the present amount of their hold- 
ings, or a total of $7,500,000, and would give 
to the second section bondholders a total of 
$1,800,000—or a total new issue of $9,300,000. 
The passenger traffic, as shown by the count, 
would make a settlement under Joseph Lei- 
ter’s plan practically the same as a settle- 
ment under the plan proposed by the First 
Section committee. 

E. O. Brown of Peckham & Brown, who 
represents the first mortgage bondholders, 
has prepared a map. showing the present 
route of the Alley “LL” as compared with 
the line as first mapped out. He has also 
prepared a statement ofthe relative rights 
ot the two classes of bondholders as viewed 
from the standpoint of first mortgage bond- 
holders. The statement sets forth in detail 
various reasons brought forward, to show 
the truth of the claim which he makes—that 
the first mortgage prepared, and under which 
the first mortgage bonds were issued, ap- 
plies on the entire road, and that the exten- 
sion bonds come in after the first mortgage 
even on the Sixty-third street line. In the 
first mortgage it is provided the bonds shall 
be a:lien upon the entire road, which is 
‘‘ eight miles or thereabouts fn léngth.’’ 

Under the plan as first prepared the road 
was to have followed its present route from 
Congress street to Thirty-ninth street, turn- 
ing east on Thirty-ninth to Forest avenue 
and running south to Sixty-seventh, street. 
The plan was afterwards changed, having 


the line turn east on Fortieth street from 
“the alley between State and Wabash and 


running to the alley between, Prairie and 
Calumet, running south to Sixty-third street 
and east on Sixty-third street to Stony Isl- 
and avenue. Mr. Brown holds the original 
ordinance included a line to be more than 
eight miles in length, ending about Sixty- 
seventh street, and these bonds were to be 
protected. by a mortgage covering the full 
line, 
Change in Lake Street Directory. 


At a special meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Lake Street Elevated railroad, 
held yesterday, M. C. McDonald was elected 
a director to take the place of the former 
representative of William Ziegler. Mr. Mc- 
Donald has been connected with the Lake 
Street road, in a financial way, from its first 
inception.

In 
speaking of the change in the board Mr. 
Louderback said: “ In ali matters connected 
with the Lake Street road, at the time the 
new management investigated its affairs, 
the latter pay Mr. McDonald the compliment 
of saying that it was found that everything 
transacted under his supervision was cor- 
rect and its affairs honestly conducted— 
something that could not be sald of many 
of the others connected with this road.”’

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ADVANCES IN VACUUM TUBE LIGHTING. 


Remarkable Results Recently Ohb- 
tainecd—Relative Work eof Moore, 
Edison, and Tesla—Practical 
Value of the Invention. 


New York Post, May 30: When It is stated 
that the young electrician, D. McFarlafi 
Moore, who has surprised électricians with 
his display of vacuum- tube lighting at the 
electrical show, could today take a contract 
to light a house or a building by his meth- 
od it will be seen that an entirely. new art 
has developed with astonishing rapidity. A 
month or two ago this man, hitherto re- 
garded by many as a crank, and by others as 
a visionary, because of his rather loose talk 
of being able to make and sell “ sticks of 
daylight,”” came before the American Insti- 
tute of Electrical Engineers, and, with very 
siinple mechanism, actually lit up thetr large 
meeting-hall in West Thifrty-first street. 
over 150 of the members being present at the 
time. This was the first occasion when a 
room had been so lighted, ‘and, though the 
demonstration lasted but for a few min- 
utes, it led to a remarkable discussion as to 
the value of the new illuminant. Argument 
Waxed hot as to the actual candle power, 
the actinic quality of the light, and the 
amount of horsé power required to excite 
the vacuum tubes as compared with the 
amount required to Hght up ordinary in- 
candescent lamps. 

Mr. Moore's methad, as shown that mem- 
orable night, was to run tubes of glass 
around the room, each tube being about 
seven feet in length and an inch in diameter. 
The rarefied air in these tubes he brought 
up to a point of luminescence by means of a 
little “‘ vibrator,’’ consisting simply of a 
spring in a tiny glass tube. the play of which 
was governed by a small electro-magnet 
outside the tube. The current from the 
dynamo, in passing along the cireuit of the 
big lighting tubes, causes the little electro- 
magnet to vibrate a few hundred times a 
second, and the reactive effect of the mag- 
net Js to cause the current to be broken up, 
or *vibrated,”’ at a very. high rate, with 
such effect that the electri¢ ‘agitation of the 
air in the tube necessarily results in light. 

The effect aimed at is the same as that of 
the agitation of the lumiferous ether by the 
dynamic energy of the sun's heat. and-Mr. 
Moore claims for his light practically alfthe 
qualities of sunlight. As to this claim. thou- 
sands of people every night have been able 
to judge for themselves at the show, because 
Mr. Moore was not only induced to repeat 
his lecture before the National Electric 
Light Association, but to make an exhibition 
during the month. For the latter purpose a 
dark niche in the main stairway was given 
to him, and there were predictions, not a few. 
that he would “ miake a fizzle of it”. The 
contrary has been the case, as events have 
Shaped themselves his way in a mest ex- 
traordinary manner. First of all, his claims 
as to the small amount of energy required 
to excite the lamp were hotly controverted 
by distinguished authorities. and some fig- 
ures quietly made by a well-known journal- 
istic expert were pooh-poohed. The dis- 
sentients were themselves asked to make 
some tests by any other methods, and, after 
a rigorous examination, théir results came 
out several per cent better in favor of the 
light than the figures that were attacked. 
The result shown was that, whereas an or- 
dinary incandescent’ bulb, some three or 
four inches long, requires usually about 
sixty-four watts to bring it up to candle 
power, the Moore tubes. seven feet long, and 
thus giving remarkable diffusion, require 
omy forty-nine watts. These figures are 

based on the assumption that the motor- 
driven dynamo had an efficiency of 80 per 
cent. There were still skeptics, who have 
made a further test, announced yesterday, 
and who found that the efficiency of the 
dynamo combination was only 51 per cent. 
The showing from this is that, instead of 
requiring forty-nine watts, the Moore tubes. 
even at this early stage of commercial de- 
velopment, take only thirty-one and one-half 
watts, with many improvements already 
well within sight. 

Outside of Mr, Moore’s own work its chief 
effect has been to stimulate in a most sensa- 
tional manner Mr. Edison and Nikola Tesla, 
the former of whom has lately concentrated 
his energies on his ore-milling work in New 
Jersey, andthe latter of whom is understood 
to have allowed his work in phosphorescent 
vacuum-tube lighting to lie in abeyance, 
while he endeavored to perfect his oscil- 
lator, combining steam engine and dynamo. 
Mr. Edison has discovered recently in his 
ceaseless experiments with the Roentgen 
ray that tungstate of calcium phosphoresced 
vividly when subjected to the ray, and he 
at once, with the flashing genius all his own, 
jumped to the conclusion that there lay 
the possibility of a practical and commercial 
phosphorescent lamp. He already considers 
that he has the thing well within reach, 
and if Ris results Id, he expects to geta 
lamp which will be three times as economical 
of current as the old incandescent lamp, upon 
which no small part of his great fame secure- 
ly rests. Like Mr. Moore, Mr. Edison be- 
lieves that the result can be attained on an 
ordinary incandescent circuit at low volt- 
ages, and the exhibitions made by both of 
them tend to confirm this view. 

Mr. Tesla, on the other hand, in his lectures 
and articles and experiments, has hitherto 
based his work wholly and absolutely on the 
use of currents of high potential and frequen- 
cy, and it has been the difficulty of handling 
such currents that has led-electricians to 
doubt whether he could ever attain commer- 
cialresults. Within the last week or two Mr. 
Tesla, also under the stimulus of Mr. Moore’s 
demonstrations, has announced that he has 
resumed his work in vacuum-tube light; 
ing and has a lamp which, though no larger 
as an incandescent lamp, will give as high 

250 candle-power. While on the one hand 
Mr. Tesla asserts his belief that the Moore. 
vibrations lack endurance because the spring 
would in time lose its resilience, though this 
is said to be entirely disproved by the experi- 
ence of months. It is claimed on the other 
hand that if Mr. Tesla is using high vibra- 
tion on his small lamp, and if it yields, as he 
claims, 10 per cent of light, the remaining 90 
per cent being chiefly heat, will so cause it 
to melt up and vanish. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Edison's lamp 
does not appear to be a vacuum tube in the 
sense of the phrase as used by Mr. Moore and 
Mr. Tesla. It approximates to the old form 
of Crookes tube and Geissler tube by having 
electrodes running into it. It is also a ques- 
tion among electricians as to how long the 
coating of fluorescent materialon the inside 
of the bulb will last under the dfsintergrating 
influence of the rays. A curious instance of 
Mr. Edison’s indefatigable persistence \is 
found in the fact that while testing for this 
quality of phosphorescence he actually tried. 
some 1,800 different substances, ranging from 
the sands of the sea to the most unheard-of 
chemicals. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A conference of General Managers has been 
called for this morning at 11 o’clock, at the rooms 
of the Underwriters’ Association, to consider the 
fire and tornado insurance claims from 8t. Louis 
and East St. Louis. The question is the amount 
to be allowed on policies covering bulldings blown 
down and then burned. A majority of thé com- 
panies use the New York standard policy, which 
does not continue pro rata the fire insurance on a 
building blown down, Where the building is only 
partially destroyed by wind and then burned, in- 
surance is allowed in propartion to the value of 
the building before it is burned. 

Claims for tornado insurance at St. Louls are 
beginning to reach the Chicago offices, and it is 
expected will aggregate a much larger sum than 
was at first estimated, One of the companies car- 
ried $30,000 on an elevator which it is thought will 
be a total loss. The Milwaukee companies are 
said to have tornado policies amounting to from 
$20,000 to $25,000. Definite information as to the 
losses is coming in slowly and it will be several] 
days before the tota] amount of claims is known.

CHICAGO-ST. PAUL FREIGHT RATES 
TAKE ANOTHER TUMBLE. 


Lake Michigan Car Ferry Line An- 
nounces Further Reduction—Exec- 
utive Officers of Interested Road to 
Meet with Commissioner Midgiecy 
This Morning to Decide on Concert- 
ed Action—Fears the Fight Will In-~- 
volwe Other Points—Railroad News. 

Another reduction in freight tates between 
Chicago and’St. Paul was announced by the 
Lake Michigan Car Ferry line yesterday. 
The latter company appears to be deter- 
mined to make the same rates as are charged 
by the Lake Superior steamship lines, which 
have always enjoyed a differential rate on 
the basis of 10 cents per 100 pounds first-class 
from Chicago to St. Paul. 

The steamboat lines last Saturday an- 
nounced a reduction in the rates to the basis 
of 40 cents first class, which is 10 cents below 
the rates made by the all-rail lines, and this 
Late Was met yesterday by the car ferry line. 

The railroads, however, stick to the basis 
of 6U cents on first class, and proportionate- 
ly on second and third class. But on car- 
load freight their rates are based on the 50- 
cent rate first class. 

in addition to roads which announced a re- 
duction last Friday the Rock Island has is- 
sued reduced tariffs. 

The Lake Superior steamboat lines are de- 
termined to keep up the fight with the Lake 
Michigan Car Ferry line, no matter how low 
the rates may go, and if both these lines 
stick to their position it will not be long be- 
fore Chicago-St. Paul rates will reach rock © 
bottom. 

The railroad officials have’ not fully de- 
termined what they willdo. They have been. 
in hopes all along: the Canadian Pacific’s 
Soo line would withdraw its aid from the car 
ferry line and thus prevent the latter from 
disturbing the peace any longer. But this 
hope has been shattered by the emphatic re+ 
fusal of the Soo line to meddle with the car 
ferry line. 

The exeeutive officers of the vartous reaue 
interested will meet at Commissioner Midg- 
ley’s office this morning to decide upun con- 
certed action. It is feared if the fight is not 
Speedily settled rates to points west and 
south of St. Paul will also go to pieces.

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TO BUY THE CITY HALL. 


BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
: SUBMITS A PROPOSITION. 
\ 


‘Plan to Terminate Litigation by Pay- 
ing Half the Original Cost of the 
Municipality’s Building—President 
Healy Offers Resolutions and 
Transmits a Letter, but Mayor Swift 
Evineces Little Enthusiasm—Coun- 

~ fl in Formal Receipt of the Offer. 

The first official step toward the purposed 
purchase of the City Hall was taken at a 
meeting of the County Board yesterday. 

The step was in nature of resolutions 
introduced by President Healy which pro- 
vide for preliminary negotiations, under 
which, if consummated; the county agrees 
to pay the city a sum not exceeding one-half 
the cost of the original structure, which cost 
was in the neighborhood of $1,500,000. 

The resolutions were adopted without dis- 
cussion and the vote was unanimous. Under 
these conditions the proposition of Com- 
missioner Kunstman to invite architects to 


‘prepare plans for a new Court-House went 


by default. 
Mayor Swift was made acquainted with the 


action of the County Board, and admitted 


~~ that. the problem under consideration had to 


be grappled with. He does not think, how- 
ever, that Mr. Healy has solved the problem 
at hand, and wants to know who will pay 
for another City Hall. He thinks city head- 
quarters are now in the proper location. 


: County Board's Resolutions. 

The tesolution set forth that the City 
Hall of Chicago is located upon ground the 
title of which is in the County of Cook in 
¥ee. The City of Chicago, however, claims 
the right to occupancy of the property—the 
same being the west half of Block 39 in the 
original Town of Chicago—by. virtue -of 
certain agreements said to have been entered 
into by the authorities of Chicago and Cook 
County respectively. 

The controversy over the validity of the 
agreement is cited and it is set forth that the 
controversy cannot be settled through the 
courts except by long and tedious litigation. 

As the present Court-House of Cook County 
is held to’ be inadequate for the accommoda- 
tion of the several courts and as the demands 
of the county officials and of the courts for 
adéquate room cannot be longer ignored, it 
is resolved the County Commissioners sub- 
mit to the Mayor and Council of Chicago the 
proposition whose substance hereafter ap- 


_ pears. | 


The County of Cook agrees to pay to the 
City of Chicago a sum not to exceed 50 per 
cent of the original cost of the present City 
Hall, provided the city waives all claim 
to the possession of the west half of Block 
39 within one year from the date of accep- 


' tance of the proposition made. 


Voters Must Approve. 

The authorization by the voters of Cook 
County of a levy to pay*for the purchase 
proposed is made a condition precedent to the 
cénsummation of the contract. 

The county voters, under the resolutions, 
will Nave the opportunity of agreeing to or 
dissenjing from the County Coffimissioners’ 
proposition at the next general election. 

There is a saving clause in the resolutions 
that nothing therein shall be construed as

President Healy’s Letter. 


Accompanying ,the ‘resolutions submitted 
to the Commissionérs was a letter from 
President Healy, which referred to the com-

_ the purposes of county government. 


In _ his letter’President Healy further said: 

“The present building amply sufficed at 
the time of its erection, but the rapid strides 
Chicago has taken has outstripped the use- 
fulness of the present structure, and it 
now becomes a matter for serious con’sidera- 
tion of this board to adopt some plan by 
which the county business may be facili- 
tated, and tine health of its servants and em- 
pire insured against the present bad sys- 

em.”’ - ‘ 

“I would suggest that one. of two plans 
be followed: 

“ First, submit a proposition to the city 
authorities asking them to vacate the City 
Hall for a consideration, and offering 50 per 
cent of its original cost, said proposition 
to be accepted by the Mayor and City 
Council. 

*“*From what can be learned I am of the 
opinion that the city government is as much 
cramped for room as the county government, 
and, following the popular demand for a new 
City Hall, several sites have already been 
inspected by those in charge of municipal 
affairs.

““ Under the plan which I propose it will 
be necessary to raise not more than $1,000,000 
in order to buy out any claim that the city 
government may have. If this proposition 
is accepted the money can be raised by is- 
suing a series of twenty-year interest-bear- 
ing bonds, which can be cared for out of the 
anrrual appropriations for county purposes.

Judge Chetlain Investigates the Case 
in Which Some One Not Summoned 
Served in Place of William J. Tra- 
cy, Who Is Also Charged with Be- 
ing Accessory in the Deception—At- 
tempt to Post Witnesses Frustrated 


by Officials of the Court. 

Judge Chetlain yesterday began the inves- 
tigation of the case of Charles Cornell, who 
served on a jury in his court last December 
by representing himself to be a venireman 

William J. Tracy. 
se oe result Cornell was held to the Crim- 
inal Court in bonds of $5,000 on charges of 
perjury and for impersonating another, and 
William J. Tracy, whom Cornell is: alleged 
to have impersonated, was held to the Crim- 
inal Court as accessory before the fact in 
bonds of $2,500. Cornell is also to be ar- 
raigned before Judge Chetlain on Thursday 
to answer to a charge of contempt of court. 
Frank Conroy may be brought into court on 
the same day to explain his action yester- 
day afternoon, when he made what the 
court termed a reprehensible interference 
with two of the witnesses in the case—the 
wife and mother of Tracy. 

So far as common report and known facts 
go there has been no conspiracy to tamper 
with the findings of juries or to attempt to 
work any miscarriage of justice; but there 
has been a scramble on fhe part of impe- 
cunious pelitical hangers-on and the friends 
and adherents of County Commissioners, 
court bailiffs, and Deputy Sheriffs to get ap- 
pointed to jury service, the motive being the 
$2 a day which the position pays. 

Cornell came into Judge Chetlain's court 
in answer toa venire for William J. Tracy, 
swore that was his name when examined as 
to his fitness, served through the trial as 
such, and drew his pay for it accordingly. 


Jurymen Identify Cornell, 

At yesterday’s examiination Cornell was 
identified by Francis E. Cullen and Herman 
F. Wisch, two jurymen, as the man who had 
served with them under the name of Will- 
iam J. Tracy, and the-stenographér at the 
trial’ testified that Cornell swore his name 
was Tracy. Cornell’s case was easily and 
clearly made out, but in making it matter 
was developed implicating other people, and 
that caused a postponement of the hearing. 

The real William J. Tracy, who is fireman 
at the County Building and the man drawn 
on the jury, was examined. He said he 
gave thea summons to a mysterious cousin 
named William Tracy, and was in total ig- 
norance of what became of it until Cornell 
turned up with it in the court-room. §Ac- 
cording, to this story he did not know his 
cousin’s middle name, where he lived, what 
he did for a living, where he could be found, 
or, in fact, the least thing about him. He 
simply happened to be at his home the night 
the summons was served and that was all 
he knew @about him. He did say his wife 
and mother were present when the summons 
was given to the cousin. . 

They were accordingly sent for, and here 
Frank Conway, a mechanical engineer in 
the County Building, got himself into 
trouble. As the two women approached the 
Court-House he waylaid them and led them 
up the alley to the west of the building, as 
if- wishing to post them before they. went 
before the coprt, 


Tell a Different Story. 

The women were followed, however, | and 
taken before Judge Chetlain before he had 
any conversation with them, with the re- 
Sult that they failed to substantiate Tracy's 
story about the mysterious cousin, and made 
matters look dark for him. 

In summing the matter up Judge Chetlain 
said he had no jurisdiction in contempt pro- 
ceedings, as he had then no recollection of 
Cornell in the trial of the case: but if At- 
torney Rosenthal, prosecuting the case, 
would file affidavits reciting the fact he would 
act on them-on Thursday. . The Judge'said 
the evidence showed Tracy knew how the 
paper summoning him to act on the jjury 
had come into Cornell’s hands. Conway's 
actions, he said, he considered Clearly an 
attempt to interfere with the administra- 
tion of justice, and he would make it the 
subject of a separate inquiry.

MIRAGE IS SEEN AT CLEVELAND. 


Strange Landscape and Village Ap- 
pear Reflected in the Skies. 

Cleveland, O., June 1.—[{Special.]—Several 
persons claim to have witnessed a mirage 
this morning on the lake shore near the 
breakwater.

' Times.J—The study of the stars is likely to 


be revolutionized by a new discovery. Be- 
fore long telescopes will be provided with 
lenses not of glass but of oxygen gas. They 
can be made of almost unlimited size, so 
that the heavenly bodies may be inspected 
at comparatively short range. The moon 
will be brought within a few miles, so that 
every topographical feature of the side which 
it turns toward the earth may be explored 
and mapped. The problem of the so-called 
canals of Mars will be solved, and if that 
planet has any inhabitants the fact will be 
ascertained. In short, astronomical science 
will leap into a new era. 

Such are the claims made for an invention 
which is the achievement of Prof. Elmer 
Gates. The beginning of it was simply a 
short piece of iron tubing, in the ends of 
which pieces of glass were set. The little cyl- 
indrical box thus made was filled with oxy- 
gen gas. Now, it has been ascertained by 
Prof. Dewar that oxygen is magnetic. He 
found that in a liquid condition it could be 
picked up by a magnet like iron filings. Prof. 
Gates turned this fact to account by con- 
verting the iron tube into a magnet, winding 
it round and round with fine wire. 


Oxygen Instead of Glass. 

A gas, of course, is composed of particles 
of matter which are flying about, exercising 
toward each other a mutual repulsion, Thus 
it will be understood that the molecules of 
oxygen in the little box were attracted to- 
ward the magnetized iron ring, so that the 
density of the gas was less in the middle 
than near the ring. Prof. Gates used the 
box in place of a glass lens and made photo- 
graphs withit. Here, then, was the discov- 
ery—namely: that oxygen gas would serve 
instead of glass as a. material for lenses. 
Prof. Gates says: that he can build a lens 
fifty feet in diameter which will photograph 
the moon on such a scale and with such ac- 
curacy of detail that the surface of our sat- 
ellite may be studied to an advantage never 


dreamed of hitherto. 

But this is by no means all. The lens of 
oxygen gas necessarily is far more perfect 
than any glass lens can be made, inasmuch 
as the particles of oxygen under such condi- 
tions as those described arrange themselves 
inaccordance with mathematical law. Again 
it is an accepted truth that lenses of glass 
have their limitations. In other words, 
their usefulness in telescopic work does 
not increase indefinitely with bigness. ‘The 
lenses made for the Lick and Yerkes Ob- 
servatories represent the limit of size in 
glass lenses. Bigger ones could not be ren- 
dered available for practical purposes. With 
oxygen lenses it is quite otherwise. 


Possibilities of the Fuature. 


Prof. Gates believes that there is practi- 
cally no limit to the size of the oxygen lens. 
His discovery will bring the whole stellar 
field into comparatively new view, and the 
astronomy of the near future will be a sci- 
ence enormously more far-reaching and 
comprehensive than at present. Think of a 
telescope with a lens fifty feet in diameter! 
What might not this gigantic eye search out 
in the realms of: space as yet unexplored? 
The topography of Mars and the other 
planets which aftend the sun will become 
familiar. If thefe are any people on the 
Martian orh some means may be found to 
communicate with them. Even far-off Jupi- 
ter may be watched as it cools off and gets 
ready to support the population which 
eventually, doubtless, will be evolved and 
furnish inhabitants for that huge world 
ten times the diameter of the earth. 

Prof. Gates has been making some_.,re- 
searches recently which throw light upon 
the nature of ether, which is supposed to 
fill all interstellar space. Hitherto science 
has been disposed to claim that this myste- 
rious element, if such it may be termed, 
was homogeneous and continuous every- 
where—i. e., not consisting of distinct par- 
ticles. But Prof. Gates has proved to his 
own satisfaction that the ether is actually 
composed of such particles. That they 


ing; but the professor asserts that they are 
as much smaller than a chemical atom as 
such an atom is smaller that the sun. If 
that be so, it is no wonder that nobody has 
succeeded as yet in finding out about the 
nature and properties of ether. 

However, Prof. Gates thinks that he has 
made a beginning in research in this direc- 
tion. The first step has been accomplished 
by devising a means of creating an absolute 
vacuum—something never accomplished 
hitherto. Though the air in a receiver may 
be reduced by an exhaust pump to the ut- 
most tenuity, even to the one-millionth of 
an atmosphere, some of it still remains. A 
Crookes tube contains a little air. Up to 
now the total vacuum has been a mere con- 
ception, never accomplished in fact. But 
Prof. Gates’ vacuum is absolute. He pro- 
duces_a glass receptaclé which contains not 
a particle of air. It has absolutely nothing 
in it save the long sought ether. 


How It Is Done. 


This remarkable result is accomplished in 
a very simple way. To begin with, the pro- 
fessor takes a tube of potash glass. This is 
an extremely hard glass, requiring a much 
greater heat than any other kind to melt it. 
He fills the tube with another sort of glass 
that is very soft, having a melting point 500 
degrees lower than that of the potash glass. 
The tube and its contents are then subjected 
to slow heating until the soft glass is suffi- 
ciently melted to enable it to be pulled out 
bodily part way from the tube of hard glass 
containing it: The space thus left is an ab- 
solute vacuum, containing no particle of air 
or any other gas. It holds nothing but ether, 
pure and simple. 

Here, then, is a quantity of absolutely pure 
ether. The question is, Will it exhibit under 
certain conditions any phenomena calculated 
to throw light upon its nature? One thing 
which Prof. Gates has accomplished by 
means of it is the taking of photographs in 
the dark, but he declines to say much about 
that, inasmuch as he has made only a be- 
ginning at it. An extremely interesting ex- 
periment is performed by suspending in the 
vacuum a little metal ball on the end ofa 
platinum wire. The bal! and wire are fixed 
in place incidentally to the process of creat- 
ing the vacuum. A glass lens is used to 
focus the sun’s rays at a point near to the 
ball. 

At the point of focus—according to the 
theory, as Prof, Gates explained it—the par- 
ticles of ether move about most rapidly and 
are furthest apart, owing to the sun’s energy. 
Thus the ball swings toward that point of 
less density. This it does every time, show- 
ing that it is acted upon by some sort of mat- 
ter. The professor regards it as proof posi- 
tive that the ether is a material substance 
and composed of particles which are thickly 
crowded ' together, though inconceivably 
minute. This is’ the substance which fills 
all space—whose wave motions make light 
and transmit electrical energy from the sun 
to the earth. 

His laboratory is a very remarkable estab- 
lishment. It is crowded with instruments 
and apparatus for psycho-physical research. 
Prof. Gates has several boxes which are 
filled with illusions of various kinds, Most 
of these are illusions of the eye, but there are 
others which deceive the touch, the taste, 
and other senses. According to Prof. Gates 
human beings have eight senses—the sense 
of cold, the sense of heat, the sense thata 
muscle is moving, touch, taste, smell, hear- 
ing, and seeing. And, by the way, he has a 
collection of 1,500 different smells, good and 
bad, in a series of bottles containifig per- 
fumes and various chemicals. They are in- 
tended to educate the sense of smell.
